1 . WE BELIEVE THAT THANKS ARE DUE TO THE COUNTRIES 
LISTED BELOW FOR THE SUPPORT WHICH THEIR DELEGATIONS HAVE 
US ON THE PRG ISSUE IN THE LAW OE WAR CONFERENCE. WE 
SUGGEST TTHAT THE DEPARTMENT AND, IF DEPARTMENT CONCURS, 

THE ADDRESSEE POSTS CONVEY OUR APPRECIATION AT AN 
APPROPRIATE LEVEL. GIVEN THE CLOSENESS OF THE FOUR 
VOTES THAT TOOK PLACE,THE HELP RECEIVED EROM EACH OE 
THESE DELEGATIONS MUST BE COSIDERED CRUCIAL. AN 
UNFAVORABLE SWITCH BY ANY ONE OE THEM COULD HAVE BEEN 
DISASTROUS. A SEPARATE TELEGRAM FOLLOW ON CASES WHERE 
WE FEEL MORE SPECIAL THANKS ARE IN ORDER.
